Brian  McDermott  is  heading 
back  to  London,  this  time 
as  Head  Coach  of  Toronto 
Wolfpack. 

The  veteran  coach  was  in 
charge  of  London-based 
Harlequins  from  2006-2010 
before  he  made  the  move 
North  to  Leeds  in  2011.  He 
would  go  on  to  coach  the 
Rhinos  for  eight  seasons, 
a  total  of  265  games  that 
yielded  multiple  trophies 
including  four  Super  League 
titles.  He  is  now  eight  rounds 
into  his  first  year  in  charge  of 
the  Wolfpack  and  a  return  to 
the  UK  capital  for  the  2019 
London  Series  has  him  excited. 

'I  coached  in  London  for  five 
years.  I  coached  Harlequins 
rugby  league,  which  are  now 
London  Broncos,  for  five  years 
so  it  will  be  good  to  go  back 
there  and  experience  what  is 
a  great  city. 

'It's  good  on  a  few  levels.  There's 
going  to  be  a  good  number 
of  expats  from  Canada  going 
there  and  I  am  really  looking 
forward  to  meeting  those 
people." 


just  the  one  loss  themselves, 
coming  against  Toulouse 
Olympique  in  a  match  that 
saw  the  French  outfit  run 
away  with  the  game  in  the 
second  half.  Despite  that  slip 
up,  McDermott  is  confident  in 
his  group  but  knows  that  they 
will  need  to  be  at  their  best 
to  defeat  an  in-form  Sheffield 
at  New  River  Stadium.

We've  had  enough 
challenges  during  that  period 
there,  especially  with  the 
second  half  at  Toulouse  which 
we  lost  a  couple  of  games 
ago.  But  the  group  is  in  good 
shape.  We  are  really  looking 
forward  to  it. 


The  Wolfpack  fell  agonisingly 
short  of  promotion  to  the 
Super  League  in  2018,  ending 
the  Million  Pound  Game 
on  the  wrong  end  of  a  2-4 
scoreline  against  London 
Broncos  on  their  home  turf 
of  Lamport  Stadium  in  Toronto. 
McDermott  and  his  men 
have  their  sights  firmly  set 
on  promotion  for  the  2020 
Season  and  a  victory  in  the 
2019  London  Series  would  go 
a  long  way  to  keeping  them 
in  contention  for  the  ultimate 
prize,  a  return  to  the  League 
McDermott  has  enjoyed  such 
experience  and  success  in. 


The  clash  with  Sheffield  Eagles

At  11AM,  South  London 
Silverbacks  take  to  the  field 
against  a  Rest  of  the  World 
XIII  in  a  Masters  Rugby  clash. 
Masters  is  a  social  form  of  the 
game  that  is  rising  rapidly  in 
popularity  and  participation 
across  the  globe,  with  the 
Silverbacks  at  the  forefront. 

The  Silverbacks  ranks  are 
filled  by  retired  rugby  players, 
complete  beginners  and  expe¬ 
rienced  old  hands,  all  with  one 
thing  in  common:  a  love  of 
Rugby  League. 

The  Silverbacks  will  be  bringing 
the  first  ever  Rugby  League 
Masters  to  North  America  in 
June  when  they  visit  Toronto 
for  matches  against  local  sides. 


Following  this  battle  of  the 
Masters,  London  Skolars 
Reserves  will  welcome  the  New¬ 
ham  Dockers  to  Perth  Road  in 
a  battle  scheduled  for  12PM. 

At  12.45PM,  London  Chargers 
will  then  be  facing  Brixton  Bulls 
for  an  encounter  that  will  set 
up  the  featured  fixtures  of  the 
2019  London  Series  perfectly. 

The  Chargers  were  formed 
in  2013  and  won  the  London 
Premier  Competition  from  2013- 
2015.  They  have  finished  runners 
up  in  consecutive  seasons  since 
and  contested  the  last  seven 
Challenge  Cups. 

With  strengthened  links  to 
junior  club  Rutlish  Raiders, 
the  Chargers  have  established 
pathways  reaching  into  the 
future.  They  are  supported 
by  a  partnership  with  sister 
club  Coastal  Cougars  from 
Vancouver,  Canada. 

The  arrangement  was  created 
thanks  to  a  link  through  a  former 
player  at  London  Chargers,  who 
is  now  involved  in  the  senior 
administration.  The  sister  club 
link  has  been  established  due 
to  sharing  a  common  value  of 
developing  the  game  in  less 
estab-lished  areas  and  above 
all,  a  passion  for  the  game.  The 
Chargers  will  be  providing 
ad-vice  to  the  Cougars  on 
increasing  player  memberships, 


establishing  links  with  a  wide 
range  of  players  who  may  not 
have  played  the  game  before 
and  assisting  with  how  to 
generate  revenue. 

The  Chargers  opponents,  the 
Brixton  Bulls,  were  established 
in  2004  as  a  junior  club  and 
has  since  grown  to  run  multiple 
men’s,  women’s  and  junior 
teams.  The  Bulls  have  a  proud 
history  in  their  local  community 
and  are  committed  to  an  open 
and  inclusive  environment  for 
all  to  play  sport. 

In  2018,  the  men’s  first 
grade  claimed  the  London 
Championship  for  the  second 
year  running  and  the  women’s 
team  was  also  launched  in  the 
same  season.  The  club  is  ex¬ 
panding  in  2019,  moving  into 
the  newly  formed  Southern 
Conference  League  and  plans 
to  grow  its  junior  ranks  through 
programs  with  local  schools  and 
community  cen-tres.
